From:  one  * 
single  consideration,  among  imnv  which  might 
be  mentioned,  thei  Nastmffle  Credit  Men’s  A?-  1 
sociation  has  waged  a war  of  extermination 
figainst  the  bikniHous  "bucket  shon”  business. «• 
Their  business  interests  have  forced  this  meas-* 
ore.  Thev  are  simnlv  actr  >g  in  «e1f-defrnsff.  , 
We  take  this  paragraph  frnn.  a letter  reorntlv 
sent  out  to  their  customers; 

"Incompetencv  is  the  reason  of  mottji  fail- 
ures. and  all  gamblers  are  incompetent  bufmecs 
men  because  thev  neglect  their  legitimate  jhnsi-. 
ness  interests  on  account  of  tbeir  absoijption 
in  the  ?fate  of  the  market  of  the  commodity 
in  which  thev  are  speculating.  Statistics  (show 
that  out  *of  the  South  there  goes  annually  bv 
wav  of  bucket  shops  twenty-five  million!  dol- 
lars.

We  learn  from  thi  above  quotation,  first, 
that  the  Nashville  Credit  Men’s  Association  re- 
gards dealing  in  futures  gambling.  Second, 
that  this  species  af  gambling  causes  such  neg- 
lect of  legitimate  business,  as  to  imperil  the 
interests  of  creditors.  Third,  that  $25,000,000 
go  annually  from  the  South  by  way  of  the 
bucket  shop  frauds.  Fourth,  the  managers 
and  patrons  of  these  swindling  machines  are 
not,  as  a rule,  men  known  (0  be  grossly  im- 
moral, so  that  the  business  community  can 
protect  itself  .against  the  real  danger.  Fifth,  j 
when  one  of  these  gamblers  wins,  he  forgets 
previous  losses  and  becomes  extravagant,  and 
lives  beyond  his  means.  Now,  of  course, 
somebody  must  pay  for  this  extravagance.  His 
creditors  invariably  bear  a large  part  of  it;  1 
and  those  who  are  ertticed  to  take  chances  pay 
the  balance.  For  thejse  lose  nine  times  but  of 
ten.  It-  is  fixed  this  way.  Otherwise  the  ma- 
nipulators would  not  j so  certainly  grow  fat. 

The  moral  foundations  of  thousands  of  char- 
acters are  heing  sapped  and  undermined  every  ’ 
year  by  these  traps  and  gins  of  the  devil. 

The  Nashville  Credit^  Men’s  Association  has 
not  stopped  with  a .ftfere  statement  of  these  ; 
evils,  but  has  gone!  vigorously  to  work,  to  I 
correct  them.  It  has  not  only  sent  out  letters 
to  its  customers,  using  moral  suasion,  but  it  : 
has  secured  the  bill  passed  by  the  State,  of 
Georgia  and  • has  niade  copies  of  the  same,  i 
which  have  been  sent  to  every  member  of  the  ] 
coming  legislature  of  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
urging  the  passage  pf  a similar  law  in  Ten-  i 
nessee.  It  must  be  s^en  to,  that  the  same  thing  : 
is  done  in  our  own  j beloved  Mississippi,  if  ‘we  : 
would  see  our  boys  saved  from  a gambler’s 
career  and  doom,  let  us  agitate.

From  the  above  pro- 
ceedings, it  appears  that  we  do  not  so  much 
need  new  laws  on  this  question,. as  rigid  en- 
forcement of  existing  laws.  We  commend 
Judge  Cochran's  course.
